G.S.R. 66 (E).—Whereas certain draft rules further to amend the Indian Emigration 
Rules, 1923, were published as required by sub-section ( 1 ) of section 24 of the Emigra¬ 
tion Act, 1922 (7 of 1922) at page 1029 of the Gazette of India Extraordinary, Part II—- 
Section 3—Sub-section (i) dated the 30th October, 1971, under the notification of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of External Affairs No G.S.R. 1648 dated the 
30th October, 1971, inviting objections or suggestions from all persons likely to bo 
affected thereby, til] the 30th November, 1971; 

And whereas the said Gazette was made available to the public on 30th October, 
1971; 

And whereas no objections and suggestions were received from the public on the 

•aid draft; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 24 of the said Act, 
the Central Government hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Emigra¬ 
tion Rules, 1923, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Emigration (Amendment) Rules, 1972. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 
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2. In the Indian Emigration Rules, 1923, for rule 69, the following rulo shall be 
substituted, namely:— 

“69, Rules 62 to 68-A shall apply to the areas falling within the jurisdictions of 
the Protectors at Bombay, Madras and Calcutta.”
